qi § cutoff point, or there will be no 

meaning to the words “world 


champion.” There are three major 
wrestling federations in the world, 
so it seems logical to me that the 

cutoff point should be three. 
How much credibility do any of 
the three world champions have 
when there are two other people 
claiming the same title? Wrestling 
is much like other sports. You, as

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AST ISSUE, I used the space on 

‘this page to talk about being a vid- 
eocassette producer. Now Id like to talk 
a little bit about being a television star. 
Well, not a star actually—not like Bill 
Cosby or Don Johnson or Pat Sajak. 

No, Bill Apter isn’t in that category. 
Yet. But I’m sure there isn’t a reader out 
there who wouldn’t want to be in Apter’s 
shoes when he sits in front of the camera 
each week and interviews Ric Flair and 
the top contenders to Flair’s NWA World 
title. 

The feature is called ‘‘Scouting Report,” and it appears 
each Sunday evening on WTBS’ Best Of World Champi- 
onship Wrestling. 

The 10-minute segment examines the strengths and 
weaknesses of Flair’s top challengers. It examines Flair’s 
title defenses in detail. It delves into the mind of the 
NWA champion in a way quite unlike anyone ever has 
before. 

“Tt’s really a unique kind of television segment for a 
wrestling program,” notes Editor-in-Chief Peter King. 
“On most wrestling interviews, you hear a man screaming 
and yelling about an upcoming match. Or if it’s a wrestler 
interviewing another wrestler, you can be pretty certain 
that it will deteriorate into an insult session. ‘Scouting 
Report’ tries to be more than either of those concepts. It 
attempts to take a quiet, reserved, and professional look 
into the mind and life of a world champion. If it’s 
successful on WTBS, we hope to expand it to other 
wrestling programs around the country.”’ 

Make no mistake about it: ‘Scouting Report” requires 
a great deal of work and preparation. 

“J usually fly down to Charlotte, North Carolina, to 
tape the ‘Scouting Report’ segment on a Thursday,”’ notes 
Bill Apter. “Flair graciously flies into Charlotte, and we 
meet at the studios of Jim Crockett Promotions, where 
any match tape to be analyzed on the segment is already 
there and waiting for us.” 

What is a typical Thursday’s taping like? 

“Well, since I live in New York and not in North 
Carolina, I have to get up at about five in the morning,” 
Apter explains. “I get dressed and have breakfast, then 
drive to New York’s LaGuardia airport to catch the seven 
a.m. flight to Charlotte. 

“During the flight, I review my notes for the show 
we're going to tape that day,” Apter continued. ‘For 
example, on one segment, Flair and I discussed Nikita 
Koloff, Magnum T.A., and Carlos Colon. I have files on 
each man, and I read through stories about those particu- 
lar wrestlers, and match reports of their past title contests 
with Flair. 

“T arrive in Charlotte at about 8:30 and take a taxi to 
the television studio. But there’s no resting when I get 
there—it’s right to work as I meet with the techical

crew in the production trailer to discuss 

the format of the show. Camera angles, 

lighting, and any match videotape seg- 
ments have to be thoroughly planned be- 
fore the first second of a ‘Scouting Re- 
port’ is shot, and the technical crew at 
Jim Crockett Promotions—including Da- 

vid and Jackie Crockett, Wayne Daniel, 

and Emerson Lawson—is top-notch all 

the way. 

‘*A lighting check takes place at about 

10 o’clock as I sit in my chair and a tech- 

nician sits in for Flair. Generally, Flair is 

either on an airplane at this hour of the morning or on 

his way to or from an airport—the life of the NWA 
World champion is a life on the road. 

“Flair arrives somewhere between 11 and noon, and 
preparations are made to begin taping. I don’t discuss 
anything with Flair prior to the tape rolling, as 1 want his 
answers to be completely and totally spontaneous. 

“Believe me, it is tough to rattle the champion. Flair is 
smart, he’s analytical, and he chooses his words very. 
carefully. You know, it’s really quite interesting; Flair 
exudes a kind of reserved quiet confidence and, yes, I 
guess you could call it arrogance—but it’s quite different 
from the Ric Flair I’m used to seeing in the ring. This is 
the intellectual Flair, as opposed to the physical Flair. 
And it’s refreshing.

“About 10 minutes later, the interview is complete. 
What you see on the screen is virtually a live segment. An 
hour later, the technicians are gone. I’m in a taxi heading 
back to the Charlotte airport. More often than not Flair is 
with me, as he’s flying off to some corner of the country, 
or maybe even to Japan, to defend his World title. 

“And on Sunday night, when I tune in to WTBS at 
7:05 p.m. and watch Best Of World Championship Wres- 
tling, 1 can hardly believe it ever happened. But it did, 
and it’s an experience I’m happy to be a part of. I hope 
the fans enjoy these interviews as much as I enjoy con- 
ducting them.” 

Ah, the life of a TV star. Bill Apter enjoys it, and I’m 
sure you'll enjoy “‘Scouting Report,” too. Write to us in 
care of this magazine, and let Bill (and Ric Flair!) know 
what you think. o 
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There's a lot of movement in wres- 
tling this month.

Looks like ‘‘Mr. Unpredictable”’ 
is going to be living up to his name 
over the next few months!

Despite his fans’ 
urgings that he once again wrestle fulltime, Con- 
way Says he cannot at this time: He is needed to 
help run his family business, the Tiger Conway 
Fence Company, based in Houston. 


OBODY EXEMPLIFIES THE spirit 
of American patriotism in profes- 
sional wrestling more than Sgt. Slaugh- 
ter (“I love this country, and Ill do 
whatever I have to do in defense of 
it’) ... Spent the early years of his 
career as a hated rulebreaker in the 
WWF and the Mid-Atlantic (“Those 
were some misguided days”)... Might 
have defeated WWF champion Bob 
Backlund in 1981 had he not been hit 
with a chair by Backlund’s manager 
Arnold Skaaland (“I had the cobra 
clutch on him and he was just about 
to quit when I got conked from be- 
hind’) ... In the Mid-Atlantic, cap- 
tured the U.S. heavyweight title and 
feuded heavily with Wahoo McDaniel 
(“Looking back on it today, it seems 
odd that I would have feuded with a 
native American!”) ... “Also captured 
the NWA World tag team title with 
Don Kernodle as his partner (“We had 
some rough matches, and defended 
against some rough teams’) ... Re- 
turned to the WWF in May 1983 (7 
was looking for a change in my ca- 
reer, and the WWF seemed like the 
place to go”) ... In less than a year, 
moved from the Most Hated ratings to 
the Most Popular ratings as the result 
of his feud with The Iron Sheik (“That 
was the first time that I really had to 
draw on my patriotism in the wrestling 
ring; | still hate the man with a pas- 
sion’) ... The feud helped catapult

HENEVER THE Legion of 
Doom invades the ring, the 
crowd goes ape. Ear-splitting cheers 
and bestial wails generally accompany 
Hawk and Animal on their way to the 
ring. And this night was no exception. 
The Road Warriors were making a 
Tare appearance in Florida, at the Ed- 
die Graham Sports Complex in Orlan- 
do. Their opponents for the evening 
were Billy Jack Haynes and Wahoo 
McDaniel, the U.S. tag team champi- 
ons. Even Billy's army of admirers 
couldn’t drown out the hysterical re- 
ception for the AWA World tag team 
champs. Floridians were frothing at the 
mouth to see the Warriors live, and 
they showed it. Much to the distress of 
the undermanned security. 
Then the match began, and some-

thing happened. Many of the fans, en- 
raptured by the vision of raw talent in 
the ring, failed to notice it at first. By 
the end of the evening, however, virtu- 
ally every fan knew something had 
gone amiss. 

The Road Warriors looked like beat- 
en men. 

Tt wasn’t the quality of their wres- 
tling that surprised the fans. The War- 
tiors took care of themselves pretty

well against one of the toughest teams 
in the sport. In fact, they gave Billy 
and Wahoo a good thrashing whenever 
they found themselves in serious trou- 
ble, and the Florida champs could nev- 
er maintain a strong offensive. 

Still, something was desperately 
wrong, and all it took to sense that 
was a careful look at the Warriors. 
Hawk and Animal are great wrestlers, 
and they pulled out all the tried and

true stops in their arsenal: repeated 


backbreakers, _press-and-slams, and 
spine-snapping clotheslines. But they 
seemed to be going through the mo- 
tions. Something was desperately 
wrong with them; they seemed to be 
grappling on instinct alone. They 
looked like well-adjusted Road Warrior 
automatons, programmed to duplicate 
the original models. 

Even when they were hated, no one 
could fairly deny that the Warriors had 
heart. They go at it with all the blood 
and vinegar and fire they can muster, 
and keep on going at it until they are 
physically unable to continue (which 
has never happened). 

But in Orlando the Warriors lacked 
that competitive fire. Typically, Animal 
remained impassive throughout the 
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match; but if you were sitting at ring- 
side, you could detect a faint melan- 
cholia in Hawk’s expression when he 
waited at the tag rope. Hawk, the in- 
domitable Road Warrior, looked sad. 

Fans and reporters alike buzzed 
about the Warriors’ curious lack of 
energy. The writers knew they would 
have to burrow for the story behind it, 
but that would be no easy task. Per- 
sonal interviews with Hawk and/or 
Animal are extremely rare; most hap- 
less journalists -will only hear a little 
ranting, miscellaneous raving, and 
threats of violence. 

Surprisingly, though, Warriors man- 
ager Precious Paul Ellering announced 
a press conference soon after the 
match. 

“Gentlemen,”’

from a podium on one side of the 
dressing room, “I’ve called you togeth- 
er to announce plans for The Road 
Warriors’ autumn tour. And I promise 
you it will be a festival of devastation! 
While the little children of our great 
land are- busy carving pumpkins, the 
Legion of Doooom will be carving up 
faces! While Grandpa’s breaking 
drumsticks from the family turkey, 
we'll be tearing legs from pelvises! Ah, 
there’s nothing tastier than a smorgas- 
bord of violence! Ha, ha, ha!” 
Ellering proceeded to list the War- 
riors’ autumn itinerary in detail. At

first the reporters faithfully jotted ev- 
erything down, but then mouths began 
to drop in shock. The schedule was 
insane. It wasn’t the number of match- 
es that’ was amazing, it was the travel 
time involved that made it oppressive. 
One night in Minneapolis, the next in 
Las Vegas. One night Atlantic City, 
the next a special appearance in St. 
Louis. Yet another trip to Japan. The 
Legion of Doom was planning a ran- 


dom hip-hop across the globe, It 
seemed as though they would spend 
more hours traveling than sleeping this 
fall. 

One reporter piped up the obvious. 
“Mr. Ellering, don’t you think this is a 
grueling schedule for the champions?” 

Apparently, the question startled El- 
lering, as if he hadn’t given it much 
thought at all. He swallowed, and 
commenced fiddling with a sliver of 


olive-green-painted wood sticking out 
from a corner of the podium. 

“The Legion of Doom has a mis- 
sion,” he answered. “We have heard a 
lot of cheap talk in recent months, 
from a multiplicity of woefully inade- 
quate tag teams who dare to mock the 
Legion of Doom. The arrogance of 
these individuals astonishes me. The

COURAGEOUS

VERYONE, AT ONE point or 

another in their lives, faces what 
might be called a “brush with death” 
in which one’s mortality is vividly 
brought into perspective. This brush 
with death might come in the form of 
an automobile accident from which 
one walks away only slightly injured, 
or perhaps it might be an incident in 
which a gun-wielding burglar breaks 
into one’s home and the person is 
faced with looking down the barrel of 
a gun. 

Recently, Mike Von Erich faced a 
brush with death that brought him as 
close to dying as anyone still alive has 
ever experienced. 

ee 

Mike’s story begins on August 3, 

1985, in the midst of the World Class 
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area’s first tour of Israel. Mike was 
wrestling a match against Gino Her- 
nandez in Tel Aviv and, as the result 
of Hernandez’s vicious offensive, suf- 
fered a dislocated left shoulder. 

It was the third dislocation in four 
months, and it proved to be the worst 
of them all. Mike was in severe pain, 
and doctors in Tel Aviv treated him 
for immediate symptoms, but he knew 
that his worst fears would soon be re- 
alized: He would have to undergo an 
operation. 

Mike was sidelined for the rest of 
the Israeli tour, and when he returned 
to Texas, a date was set for surgery. 

On August 22, Mike was operated 
on at Granville C. Morton Cancer and 
Research Hospital in Dallas. The sur- 
gery was considered routine and suc- 


cessful, and on August 26 Mike was 
released from Granville with no appar- 
ent complications. He returned home 
to Denton, Texas, to complete his 
recovery. 

But less than 24 hours later, Mike 
had developed a 105-degree fever. He 
was readmitted to Granville and, on 
August 29, was transferred to Baylor 
University Medical Center, also in 
Dallas. 

Mike’s condition upon admission to 
Baylor was listed as critical. His tem- 
perature had risen to 107 degrees and 
he was placed in intensive care, where 
it was determined that he was suffering 
from toxic shock syndrome. 

Toxic shock syndrome is a form of 
blood poisoning caused by a toxin, or 
poisonous substance, that is produced 


by a strain of bacteria in the blood. It 
is the toxin in the blood that is the 
problem, not the bacteria itself. 

The story hit the national press 
quickly, and Baylor was flooded with 
cards, letters, and telephone calls both 
asking about Mike’s condition and of- 
fering support for the seriously ill 
wrestler, 

In one published report, Baylor’s 
Dr. William Sutker described Von 
Erich’s chances of surviving as 
“poor,” and went on to say that Mike 
nearly died on the evening of August 
29; 

In a press conference on August 30, 
Dr. Sutker said that Von Erich’s 
“training and the fact that he’s in such 
good physical shape are probably the

HE PAST FEW months have 
been turbulent ones for Jake 
“The Snake” Roberts. 

Along with his tag team partner The 
Barbarian, Jake led a major assault on 
the Mid-South tag team belts in July 
against then-champions Ted DiBiase 
and Steve Williams. When Jake and 
Barbarian finally forced DiBiase and 
Williams to give them a title match, 
DiBiase fled the ring shortly after the 
match began. Disgusted with DiBiase’s 
apparent cowardice, Mid-South fans 
rallied behind The Snake. 

Shortly thereafter, Jake was wres- 
iling former North American champi- 
on The Nightmare. During the match, 
Nightmare’s manager, Sir Oliver 
Humperdink, and his _ stablemate 
Humongous were at ringside. Jake 
pinned Nightmare and unmasked him. 
Infuriated, Humongous and Humper- 
dink ran into the ring and, along with 
Nightmare, began beating Roberts in a 
vicious three-on-one attack. Seconds 
later, The Barbarian charged the ring. 
To everyone’s _surprise—particularly 
Jake’s—Barbarian helped in the attack 
on “The Snake.’’ Before the ring was 
cleared by over half a dozen fan favor- 
ites, Roberts was left lying in the center 


of the ring in a pool of blood. 

Jake’s friendship with Ted DiBiase is 
history, as is his tag team partnership 
with The Barbarian. But Roberts is en- 
Joying something he hasn’t had in a 
long time: the cheers of the fans. Asso- 
ciate Editor Craig Peters spoke with 
Roberts about these recent develop- 
ments in his career.

IS THE ROCK ’N’ ROLL 
EXPRESS SPEEDING 
TO DISASTER?

ICK MORTON AND Robert Gib- 

son—NWA champions Morton 
and Gibson to be exact—stretched 
painfully out on the hard wood of the 
training tables, their distress etched 
remarkably on their faces. The cham- 
pionship belts, emblematic of their 
rare and elusive success, hung impo- 
tently from rusty nails on the bare 
dressing room walls. 

In what has become standard oper- 

ating procedure for the popular duo 


following their matches, Morton 
screamed—or tried to scream. The 
sound emitting from Morton’s throat 
came closer to resembling the cry of a 
wounded goat. 

“Jackie! Jackie! Get the hell in here. 
Jackie,” called Morton, imploring re- 
nowned wrestling masseuse Jackie 
“Hands” Madigan to address his 
wounds. Madigan lumbered into the 
room, took one look at Morton and 
Gibson and piped, “Jeez! How many 


times you guys wrestle tonight? Four? 
Five times? Gibson, | swear to God 
you're changing colors. | know purple 
isin this fall, but | don’t think they 
meant skin color. And, Morton, | told 
you if you don’t give that ankle a rest 
you're not only gonna be out of one 
wrestling career, you're also gonna be 
the youngest cat hobbling around 
with chronic arthritis.” 

Insult and injury never blended so 
completely. Madigan’s scathing ad-

monishments only exacerbated a 
problem that has haunted The Rock. 
‘n’ Roll Express since Morton and 
Gibson formed their team three years 
ago. How can a pair of 230 pounders 
survive in a world dominated by men 
50, 70, and even a 100 pounds heavi- 
er? So far Morton and Gibson have 
not only survived, but have thrived as 
a pair of outsized mavericks, Lillipu- 
tian giants in a land of Gullivers. 
Many fans recall the Rock ‘n’ Rolls’ 
dauntless raids on-the crowns of the 
AWA champion Road Warriors, at- 
tempts that nearly saw the Express de- 


rail the foreboding Warriors. And 
their defeat of Hercules Hernandez 
and Ted DiBiase last year to capture 
the Mid-South tag team belts support- 
ed the theory that these two matinee 
idols were more than merely cropped 
hair and dimples. 

And of course the final addition to 
their wrestling resume occurred on 
July 9, when Morton and Gibson 
overcame a 60-pound and 20-year dif- 
ferential in weight and experience to 
defeat Ivan Koloff and Krusher Khru- 
shchev for the NWA tag team title. 

During the 12-hour victory celebra- 
tion in Shelby that night, Morton and 
Gibson denounced the critics who 
had condemned them to wrestling’s 
fringe because of their size. It was af- 
ter guzzling a half a bottle of Dom 
Perignon that Gibson uttered the 
famous line, “Hey! The Fonz is only 
5'7”. Leave us alone.” 

That was over four months ago, 
and since then much of the sparkle 
has evaporated in the Express camp. 
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Koloff and Morton have a tug-of-war with Ivan's 
chain. For the Rock 'n’ Rolls to remain champions, 
they have to set the pace of their matches and not 
allow them to tum into streetfights. 


Morton and Gibson have retained 
Madigan and his magic hands on a 
full-time basis. Instead of champagne 
and cavier, postmatch victory parties 
consist mainly of aspirin and Ben-Gay. 

“These two are banged all to hell,” 
Madigan says. “I don’t even know 
what's holding them together.” 

In another dressing room, in anoth- 
er arena, the usually humorless Nikita 
Koloff cracked a huge smile and wel- 
comed the question. 

“Ah, yes, yes. Of course Ivan and I 
will win back belts, but first it more 
important to hurt Morton and Gib- 
son. Right now emphasis on pain first, 
winning second. We make match last 
longer. We work on Morton ankle, 
Gibson shoulder. They be so broken 
down soon they retire. Then Ivan and 
! win belts.” 

Madigan reluctantly agreed with 
Koloff. “If Morton and Gibson were 
racehorses, they'd be forbidden to 
run. These guys are in pain 24 hours a 
day. Their style, their success, de- 


pends on their flexibility and speed. 
They don’t have the guns to go head 
to head against a man like Nikita Ko- 
loff. They're three parts finesse, one 
part acrobatics. When you take their 
legs from them, they're in a heap of 
trouble.” 

It's important to note that Madigan 
spoke these words as his well-paid 
fingers kneaded the cramping muscle 
in Gibson's lower back. Gibson and 
Morton were silent during Madigan’s 
monologue. “It’s all physics,” Madi- 
gan continued. “You can’t push a 
body beyond its natural limits for too 
long a time. These guys are getting 
eroded away by the big boys.” 

After Madigan retired from the 
room and after a 45-minute whirlpool, 
Morton answered the many ques- 
tions that hovered heavy as steam in 
the small dressing room. “Both Bob- 
by and | are in our 20s and | don’t an- 
ticipate a sudden growth spurt for ei- 
ther of us.

TOXIC SHOCK: 
HOW SERIOUS? 


Toxic shock syndrome is a form 
of blood poisoning caused by a toxin 
that is produced by a strain of bacte- 
tia in the blood. It is characterized 
by sudden high fever and severe 
vomiting that quickly progresses to 
‘shock. 

The Center For Disease Control in 
Atlanta reports 2,815 confirmed 
cases of toxic shock syndrome in the 
United States since 1979. Men ac- 
count for roughly five percent of 
those cases. 

According to Dr. Berkley of CDC, 
however, the 2,815 figure may ac- 
count for only 10 percent of the ac+ 
tual number of cases of toxic shock 
syndrome in the United States. Doc- 
tors who diagnose a case of toxic 
shock syndrome are not legally re- 
quired to report it to CDC, as they 
must do with such diseases as small- 
pox, cholera, or AIDS, The 2,815 
figure includes only cases reported to | 
CDC on doctors’ own volition, and 
in turn confirmed by CDC. - 

Dr. Berkley said that the fatality 
rate among toxic shock syndrome 
sufferers is 444 percent, and is in 
fact dropping, He also points out 
that while toxic shock syndrome is 
commonly associated with women| 
who use tampons, 25 to 30 percent 
of of the cases studied by CDC are 
non-menstrual related, and the dis- 
ease has been noted in males and 
females of all age groups. 
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fered from an inflamed pancreas, and 
was experiencing lung dysfunction. He 
was placed on a respirator to help him 
breathe. His kidney function was se- 
verely impared, and he was placed on 
hemodialysis. 

Doctors kept a close watch over Von 
Erich, Gradually, his condition began 
to improve. 

On September 3, Mike’s condition 
was upgraded from critical to serious. 

On September 11, Mike was dis- 
charged from intensive care and admit- 
ted into a private room. His condition 
was also upgraded: from serious to 
fair. 

Over. the next few days, the news 
that the Von Erich family received 
from Baylor University Medical Center 
would prove to be good. 

Baylor spokesman Steve Habgood 
reported that as of our press time (Sep- 
tember 17), Mike Von Erich’s condi- 
tion remained fair, though he was still 
on hemodialysis to support his kidney 
function. Doctors were hoping to wean 
him away from the hemodialysis as 
soon as possible.

aged to make out his face in the 
mirror. His binocular vision had 
been improved. Hell, he felt like 
Ted Williams looking at a pitch on 
the black.

Confident now, bearing fullest 
command of his vision, Steam- 
boat strolled down the dressing 
room corridor.

up on a bat and knock him into 
the mezzanine!” 

Steamboat smiled indulgently at 
all the encouragement, but his 
mind was on other things. He 
blinked, and blinked again, repeti- 
tiously testing the power of his 
vision. 

No, his eyes didn’t hurt, and he 
knew that they worked, but they 
were tender. His mind’s eye could 
visualize what was going on in the 
inner recesses of his cornea. The 
Scar tissue seemed to rest there, 
animately, stitching itself up in 
places that only nature would re- 
pair—after all, the — doctors 
couldn’t perform surgery with a 
50-50 chance of permanent 
blindness. 

The chances of blindness if he 
returned to wrestling? “Don’t 
even think about it!” was what he 
heard from the docs. Yet Steam- 
boat felt absolutely no fear as he 
strode purposefully through the 
door and down the arena aisle. It 
was as natural as breathing, stalk- 
ing to the ring to face two men 
who wanted to maim or kill him. 

A well-known anthropology pro- 
fessor, highly respected for his 
work at a major eastern university, 
took advantage of his sabbatical 
and bought a second-row seat for 
the war. “You've got to under- 
stand,” he explained, “the brutal 
prehistory of the Hawaiian Islands. 
Most people think of the Islands 
as a black sand vacationland par- 
adise full of friendly faces. Or else 
they think of Jack Lord and that 
Selleck guy fighting gangsters in 
leisure suits. But the Islands have 
a brutal history. 

“Archaeological evidence and 
folklore indicate that the Islands 
were once populated with tribes of 
headhunters.

It’s clear that the pro- 
fessor’s own bloodlust was 
aroused by the prospect. 

He was not disappointed. This 
Muraco-Steamboat match would 
have made the barbarians who 
once gnawed human bones on 
the beaches of Waikiki proud. 
Steamboat wrestled with insane 
fury; the scientific master was 
generous in dishing out pain for 
the sake of vengeance. Muraco, 
increasingly relying upon nerve- 
holds, falling groin butts, and oth- 
er techniques taught to him by 
Mr. Fuji, countered with a-sadistic 
onslaught of his own. After the 
first five minutes, arena personnel 
had the stretchers handy for calls 
on a moment's notice.

a fan, recognize the champion of 
your choice. The fact that there is 
a baseball team in Japan claiming 
to be world champions doesn’t 
take anything away from the team 
that wins the World Series in this 
country. Likewise, I’m sure the 
fans of the Canadian Football 
League champions don’t think 
anything less of their team just 
because there is an NFL team in 
the United States claiming the 
championship of the world {as 
well as a team from the USFL, for 
that matter). 

| could be wrong, but | don’t 
think there are too many WWF 
fans who are upset about the fact 
that the AWA and NWA also rec- 
ognize world champions. If Hulk 
Hogan had to defend his title in 
AWA and NWA recognized areas, 
then the fans would be upset. 
Fans who attend matches at Mad- 
ison Square Garden and other 
large arenas where WWF title 
matches had been a monthly 
event are already upset by Hulk 
Hogan's limited appearances;

imagine if Hogan had to spread 
himself even thinner. The fans 
want to see Hogan, Martel, and 
Flair defend their titles as often as 
possible. 

Until recently | believed that 
there should only be one heavy- 
weight champion of the world. 
Perhaps if there were ever a 
chance of that happening | could 
be talked out of the argument | 
now present for multiple champi- 
ons. Politically—at this point any- 
way—I see little chance of the 
WWF ever tossing its champion 
into an elimination tournament, so 
there is no chance that there will 
be a singular champion. As long 
as we're still going to have two 
champions, we might as well 
have three. 

I'm vety disappointed in one of 
my long-time favorites: Jimmy Val- 
iant. Valiant, one of the most pop- 
ular wrestlers in the sport, refuses 
to sign autographs unless he is 
signing an 8x10 glossy of himself 
that he personally sells for $2. 


Valiant, who also sells advertising 
space on the seat of his wrestling 
tights to a radio station, seems to 
have forgotten that those fans 
who crowd him for his autograph 
are the same fans who plopped 
down their hard-earned bucks to 
get into the arena in. the first 
place. Valiant receives a portion 
of every dollar those ticket sales 
bring in. To charge the fans again 
is reprehensible. 

If a wrestler—even a fan favor- 
ite—doesn’t want to give out auto- 
graphs, | can understand that. 
Sometimes the fans come up to 
the ring and ask for autographs 
before a match. There are wres- 
tlers who need that time to con- 
centrate on their opponent. Fans 
also try to. get autographs as a 
wrestler is leaving the arena. Of 
ten, the wrestler has to get away 
quickly to make a flight to his next 
match and doesn’t have the time. 
Jimmy Valiant makes. the time. 
But he uses it to pick up a little 
extra spending money. Thumbs 
down! oO
